Box Builder Idaho (BBI), a 

prominent internet personality, 

buying and bringing home a 

pair of EIMAC 3CX40000A7’s 

from Japan.

These monster ceramic triodes each highlight 40,000 watts of plate dissipation and can be driven to a 
rocking 76KW of DC output with a plate voltage of 12,000 VDC and a plate current of 9 A. The power sup- 
ply needed to feast this beast would require as as many watts as a high-rise office building. THAT, my 
friends, is QRO! | can only guess and wonder what BBI is going to do with these monsters. 
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You may ask yourself why anyone would need amplifiers capable of delivering 5, 10, 20 or more KW of 
CB power to the antenna. The answer is to BE LOUD! What a surprise! CBers have their own DX clubs, 
QSL cards, contests, DX clusters, awards and more. 


In addition, CBers build (typically transistorized) stations equipped with heavy-duty electrical systems 
to support high power mobile installations used in “shootouts” that are not unlike pileups in which op- 
erators compete on a single frequency to see who is loudest at a distant location. (Sounds familiar!) 


CB DX isn’t limited to the USA. In other parts of the world 27MHz is popularly known as the “Freeband” 
where anything goes. 


So | ask again, why would anyone need multiple KW of talk power when the legal limit is just a small 
fraction of that amount? As DXers, we know the answer. Not only to be loud but to be the LOUDEST. 
As some Say, life is too short for QRP. 


The next couple of pages show a mini-compilation of some of the tubes used by 11 meter “DX enthusi- 
asts”.

Dear Mr. Miller: 


It has come to the attention of the Federal Communications Commission that BBI 
Amps is marketing unauthorized radio frequency devices in violation of Section 302(b) of 
the Act! and Section 2.815(b) of the Commission's Rules.? 


Federal law requires that radio frequency devices must be certified in accordance 
with the Commission’s technical standards before they can be marketed in the United 
States. Section 302(b) of the Act provides that “[n]o person shall manufacture, import, 
sell, offer for sale, or ship devices or home electronic equipment and systems, or use 
devices, which fail to comply with regulations promulgated pursuant to this section.”? 
Section 2.815(b) of the Commission's Rules provides that external radio frequency power 
amplifiers capable of operation on frequencies below 144 MHz may not be offered for sale 
unless they have first been authorized in accordance with the Commission's certification 
procedures.4 Section 2.815(b)(1) of the Rules prohibits persons from offering for sale any 
external radio frequency power amplifier? that is capable of amplification in the frequency 
bands between 26-28 MHz. 


In particular, the Commission received a complaint that BBI Amps, an on-line 
retailer of Citizen Band (CB) radios, linear amplifiers, and radio accessories, was selling 
CB linear amps. Based upon the information provided in the complaint, it appears that 
BBI Amps violated Section 302(b) of the Act and Section 2.815(b) of the Rules by 
marketing and offering for sale unauthorized radio frequency devices that do not have valid

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FCC certifications and, to the extent that these devices operate in the frequency bands 
between 26-28 MHz, are not eligible to received FCC certification.’ 


ANY UNAUTHORIZED SALE OF THESE RADIO DEVICES MUST 
CEASE IMMEDIATELY. 


You have ten (10) days from the date of receipt of this warning to respond to this 
office. The response must contain a statement of the specific action(s) taken to ensure 
compliance with the Commission’s rules and should include a time line for completion of 
any pending corrective action(s). You are directed to support your response with a 
signed and dated affidavit or declaration under penalty of perjury, verifying the truth 
and accuracy of the information submitted in your response. Your response should be 
sent to: Federal Communications Commission, Laura Smith, Esq., 1270 Fairfield Road, 
Gettysburg, PA 17325 and reference the listed case number. 


If, after receipt of this Warning Notice, BBI Amps again violates Section 302(b) of 
the Act or Section 2.815(6) of the Rules by engaging in conduct of the type described 
herein, it may be subject to severe penalties, including monetary forfeiture (fines). 


In an inquiry of this type we are required to notify you that under the Privacy Act 
of 1974, 5 U.S.C. § 552a(e)(3), the Commission’s staff will use all relevant information 
before it, including information you disclose in your reply, to determine what, if any, 
enforcement action is warranted in this matter.
